GOULD’S GOLD. 


ANOTH&R EXPOSITION ‘ywapE BY 
THE MASTER MAMIpP"’;; aTOR. 


Millions Upon Millio”. of Vatvapble Securities Shown 
as Evidence T” 44 fro is ¥Votin Danger of Fail- 
ure—He w Wis Heldings Are Divided 
4Yong Different Institutions. 


New Yorx, January 25.—It was reported 
on Wall street yesterday that Mr. Gould had 
again Opened his strong box and exhibited 
the securities which he owns, in order tocon- 
vince the querulous not only of his solvency, 
bat also of his strong position. On the street 
it was generally believed, though it was com- 
mented on as rather curious, Mr. Gould 
should take any steps for the purpose of si- 
lencing traducers. It did very well inthe 
spring of 1882 for Mr. Gould to exhibit to 
Frank Work, Russell Sage, Cyrus W. Field 
and pther gentlemen securities aggregating 
$55 000,000, as part of his wealth, but the 
brokers thought that to repeat this exhibi- 
tion was asign rather of weakness than of 
strength. Afterdiligent inquiry the World 
reporter learned that the present exhibit was 
not@ formal one like the first, made to a 


committee of prominent operators, but an 
off hand exhibit, made to one gentleman. 
The purpose, however, isthe same as the 
firstexhibit, to convince the beholders of 
Mr. Gould’s unassailable financial strength 

The gentleman, it was learned, who had 
the pleasure of feastiug his eyes on Mr. 
Gould's vast stores of securities was Mr. Jonn 
T. Terry, the banker® Mr. Terry is atrustee 
of the E D. Morgan estate, and is a director 
in the Western Union and a personal friend 
of Mr Gould. Mr. Terry had left his oflice 
for hishome onthe Hudson when the re- 
porter called upon him, but anintimate busi- 
ness associate of his related the parviculars of 
the exhibit. 

“Now, to think that so big a rumor should 
flow from so simple a transaction,’’ he said, 
‘*for your personal satisfaction and to sive 
you the trouble of inquiring further, I will 
tell you the story. Mr. Terry on Friday was 
shown a newspsper clipping stating that Mr. 
Gould had been obliged to negotiate a loan 
for two million pounds sterling. Being a 
friend of Mr. Gould, and desirous of afford 
ing such assistance to him as he was in need 
of, Mr Terry proceeded to his office and 
showed him the slip containing the account 
of the reported loan. ‘Well, well,’ said Mr. 
Gould, ‘you are the sixth man w&o has shown 
me that. I have negotiated nosuch loan, and 
have no need of money.’ 

“[ am very glad to hear it,” said Mr. 
Terry. 

“| wish Mr. Terry,’’ continued Mr. Gould, 
“that you would take a look into my vault, 
and see for yourself that Iam inno need of 
pecuniary assistance just yet. Here, George,”’ 
turning to his son, George J. Gould, *“‘put on

NEGROES SEEKING REDRESS. 


A BP Betore the Ways and Means Committce 
Regarding the Freedman’s Bank Swindie. 

WasHING@TON, January 25.—Mr. Blount, of 
Georgia, presented in the house a memorial, 
prepared by the executive committee of the 
colored convention at Louisville, praying 
congress to reimburse the colored people the 
amounts deposited by them in the Freed- 
man’s Saving and Trust company. The 
memorial recites the history of this institu- 
ae #8 and the connection of congress there- 
with. 

It was created by an act, approved March 
3, 1865, for the purpose of enabling emanci- 
pated slaves to depusit their savings in an in- 
stitution that would be beyond suspicion, 
the investments being restricted to United 
States bonds and other government securities, 
Congress defined what its business should be, 
and how it shuuld be officered, but did not 
affix any penalty for misconduct or malfeas- 
ance. On May 6, 1870, congress amended this 
charter, withoutthe consent of the deposi- 
tors, whereby one half of the deposits were 
invested in real estate, thus destroying the 
elements of safety which existed at the time 
the,enterprise was launched. 

This resulted in the closing of the bank at 
great loss to the depositors. These facts are 
urged as showing the complete power pos- 
sessed and exercised by congress over the 
affairs of the institution, a fact which delu- 
ded the colured people—as it might those bet- 
ter acquainted with the laws of business— 
into the idea that the general government 
was responsible forthe safe-keeping of their 
money. Itischarged that in the method 
adopted by congress for winding up this con- 
cernthe laws of inselvency were violated, 
thereby making the governmentin fact re- 
sponsible for the repsyment in full of the 
losses incurred. 

‘There isa surplus fund in the treasury, 
the memorialists add in conclusion, upon the 
disposition of which congress is not 
vet determined, though many propositions 
have been made whereby to dispuse of it. 
Bat we hope that congress wil! be both just 
and magnanimous, and appropriate a portion 
of it to cancel this debt of national obligation 
to the depositors of this defunct institution.”

THE PROGRESS OF THE FRENCH 


IN TONQUIN. 
———————— ED 
An Austrian Assassin—A Notice Prom the Em 
Typhoid Fever in Canada—European Ju 
in India—A Loyalist Meeting in Ireland— 
The Ontario Legislature, Etec., Ete. 


Paris, January 25.—A dispatch from Ad 
mira! Courbet, dated at Hanoi, January 19, 
stated that he had established a blockade 
which will be maintained throughout Ton- 
quin, to prevent entrance into the country 
of all articles and material contraband of 
war, but ample facilities will be afforded 
for legitimate trade. All was quiet at Son- 
tay. The French expedition against 
the insurgents in the south 
has been successful. Placards proclaiming 
hostility to foreigners have been posted 
throughout Hai How, the mother city of the 
island of Ho. Nan. In Hong Kong, a body 


of Chinese troops have landed on the 16th 
instant. A mob gathered and made au at- 
tack upon the foreigners, who touk refuge in 
the British consulate. The Chinese officials 
have tuken precautions against a renewal of 
such demonstration. Canton river is still 
open to navigation. 
AN AUSTRIAN ASSASSIN, 

VIENNA, January 25.—A detective named 
Block, while going to his home in Floudsdorf 
yesterday, was shot dead, The assassin, who is 
apparentiy a workingman, endeavored to 
escupe, but was seiz-d by the citizens passing 
by, and taken to the police station, where he 
was found to be in possession of a dynamite 
bomb, revolver and poisoned dagger. 

The president of the Hungarian house of 
magnates and leader of the opposition, Herren- 
haus, has gone to Vienna in obedience to the 
imperial command, to be informed that since 
the billthat legalized marriages between the 
Jews and Christians has been drepped the 
crown expects the house of magnates to aban- 
don its opposition. 

A SRUITLESS EXPEDITION. 

Lonpon, January 25 —The Dutch expedition 
sent to the relief of the captured crew of the 
British steamer Niz+ro. wiecked on the east 
coast of Sumatra, comprised a battalion of 
infantry, under the military commander of 
Achen. The expedition landed at Tenom, 
and the rajah there whose tribe looted 
the wreck, held the crew of 
twenty five men,including one American, 
as prisoners and refused al! protfers of ran- 
som. The land and naval forces bombarded 
and burned the rajab’s capital. The resist- 
ance of the natives was desperate. The Datch 
forces fought well and captured two strong. 
holds of the rajah by assault, but lost several 
officers and men wounded. The crew, if alive 
are still prisoners. 

INDEMNITY DEMANDED, 

LONDON, January 25.—Kussia makes a for- 
mal demand on Turkey to immediately pay 
£250,000 still owing of tue indemnity exacied 
after the Turco- Russian war. 

A LOYALIST MEETING, 

Dusurn, January 25.—A large meeting of 
loyalists was held to-day. Among the speak- 
ers were William Henry Smith, member of 
parliament for Westminster, and Edward 
Gibson, meniber for Dublin university. The 
former urged that all lovalists join hands for 
the benefit of the cuuntry. 

LASKER'S REMAINS, 

BerRin, January 25—A deputation of the 
secessionist part y oi the reichstag and a com- 
mittee of Jewish residents of the city have 
gone to Bremen to receive the remains of 
Lasker. 

TYPHOID FEVER IN CANADA. 

MonTREAL, January 25—An epidemic of 
typhoid fever has broken out at St. Hya- 
cinthe, this province, necessitating tbe clos- 
ing for an indefinite period of colleges, 
schools and convents there. Five nuns, act- 
ing as nurses in the hospital, have died, and 
many members of the religious communities 
are very ill. The cause of the epidemic has 
not been ascertained, but the disease has 
taken alarming proportions. 

Toronto, January 25.—The Ontario Jegisla- 
ture formally opened this afternoon. Lieu- 
tenant Governor Robinson, in his in ural, 
said the fact that Lansdowne is a trai and 
experienced statesman is a guarantee that the 
position of governor general will be wisely 
filled. The recent decision of the privy coun- 
ciljzave provincial legislaturesthe right to rez- 
ulate the liquor traffic. This, with other de- 
cisions of the same high authority, secured 
provincial autonomy and had a reassuring 
effect on the public mind.

A Great Flury tn Telephone Steck in Boston Effcets 
ef Court Decisions. 

Boston, January 25.—There was a great 
rush to sell Bell telephone stock this morning 
upon rumors from Philadel! phia thatthe court 
decisions had virtually destroyed the Beil pat- 
ents. After opening ten points higher, the 
s'ock went two points higher stil to 
181. The rush to sell _ . lowered 
the stock down to 155, at 
board. After the board selling continued 
until the stock was offered down, and sales 
made at 145. It was then reported that the 
decision was not so bad after all, and a reac- 
tion to 155 followed. The facts were that the 
Philade'phia court declined to take action 
upon the questions at issue, because a cage is 
now on wial in New York, involving the 
same points brought upinthe Philadelphia 
court, [he ju iges of the latter court preferred 
to await the resuit of the New York trial. It 
had come to be generally believed that the 
decision in the Overland case at Philadelphia 
would be given to-day favorabie to 
the Bell people.

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THE PLEURO PNEUMONIA, 


Report ef the House Committee on Agriculiure in 
Regard te Uatile. 

WaAsHINGTON, January 25.—T he house com- 

mittee on agriculture has agreed to report a 


meg» with amendments, making an appro/ 
priation of $250,000, and calling upon the 
states to appropriate amounts equal 
to those apportioned among them 
for the extirpation of pleuro-pneumonisa 
from among cattle in this country. The bill 
is virtually the same as prepared by Repre- 
sentative Hatch, and introduced by him at 
the last congress. It will be reported to the 
house to-morrow. A number of memorials 
from live stock associations will accompany 
the bill, and also a communication from 
Dr. D. E. Salmon, veterinary surgeon of 
the department of agriculture. The commu- 
nication points out the dangers to the west 
py the existence of pleuro pneumonia amon 

cattle in the east, and reviews the extent o 

the disease in the latter section of the coun- 
try. Dr. Salmon, in his communication, 
says the greater portion of the cases developed 
in this country were found in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and New York, 
principally in the neighbcrhood of Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York cities. In Vir- 
ginia there$are stab'es from which animals 
have recently been lost with symptoms of 
this disease, but none o* these 
could besecured for examination, and there- 
fore we cannot be positive in regard to the 
nature of the disease. Nowhere in the country 
outside the sma!! s'rip of territory stretching 
from Connecticut to Virginia, and east of the 
Allegheny mountains, have any cases been 
found bearing a close resemblance to pleuro- 
pheumonia orthe jung plague. If it were 
the result of climatic causes or poor food 
and care, then we should certainly find it 
distributed over the whole.country, or at least 
in all those parts of it whére similar condi- 

tions exist. ,Sabstan'ially the same condi- 

tions, manner of stableing and feeding cows, 

etc., exist near our eastern cities as in Buffa- 

lo, Detroit, Chicago and St. Louis and other 
western cities, yet no veterinarian has been 
able to find similar cases of the disease there 
although special inspection have been made.

The Week’s Fal\ures—Breakiog Up eof an Attempt at 
a Peel. 

New York, January 25.—The business 
failures of the last seven days as reported to 
R G. Dun &Co., of the mercantile agency, 
number forthe United States 287, and for 
Canada 30, or a total of 317 for the week, 
as against 425 for the previous week, a reduc- 
tion of 108 Failures continue relatively 
heavy in the western and southern states and 
on the Pacific coast, these three sections 
of the country accounting for about two 
thirds of the total number.

flow Matters are Werking With the Mississippi Con- 
viet:—A Neve! Suggestion. 

Governor McDaniel has received a copy of 
the messege of the governor of Mississippi 
just lane 

it contains several matters that may be in- 
teresting to Georgians, By comparison the 
death rate in the Georgia penitentiary comes 
out considerably ahead. The dast report of 
Principal Keeper Nelms, of the Georgia pemi- 
tentiary, showed the death. rate to be consid- 
erably underone percent. The Mississippt 
system, according to the report of the gov- 
Scher, makes the following showing. Says 

@: 

“On the first day of January 1854 there 
were in charge of the lessees of the peniten- 
tiary 771 convicts, of which 696 are colored, 
74 are white andi Indian. Daring the Iast 
two years, commencing Janusry Ist, 1582, 
and ending December Ist 1883, 218 have 
died, 118 have escaped, and 25 have been re- 
captured. During the two years preceding 
those last named, out ofa total of 876 con- 
Victs, 122 died, 136 escaped, and 25 were re- 
captured.,”’ 

The state of Mississippi receives $39, 
420 yearly from the hire 
convicts, some of whom work 
within walls and others without. The gov- 
ernor eays that reports of inhuman treatment 
of convicts reach him and be is inclined 1 
believe them, The convicts in some instanc

are compelled to work atnight, in the rain | 
and to sleep without shelter. 

The governoOr-makes a novel suggestion for 
the prevention of carrying conceajed wes pons. 
He says “‘make their use to kill or attempt to 
kill a crime not admitting of defense, so that 
if killing or attempting to kill is by means of 
aweapon drawn from concealment on the 
person, there shall be no excuse or justifica- 
tion. Ifone could not, under any circum 
stances Jawfully use # deadly -weapon carried 
in concealment on the person, he yould cease 
to carry it for it would be use‘ers.’
